riſh, and Precinct, within my Archdeaconry of London, 


Hereas, for the greater honour, and worſhip of Gods holy Maieſtic, 
> it wasanciently ordayned in the Church of England,that on Wedneſ- 
dayes, and Frydayes weekely, the Miniſters , and People , ſhould 
aſſemble themſelues, in their Pariſh Churches, there to offer their 
WY humble thankeſgiuings, and Prayers, according to the forme pre- 
ſcribed in the Booke of common Prayer , eſtabliſhed by the lawes 
ofthis Kingdome of England : And vpon iuſt complaint, of the great negle of 
that religious ordinance, with humble delire of reformation therein ; it hath plea- 
ſed the right reuerend Father in (50d, my Lord Biſhop of London, our Dioceſan, 
to giue in charge vnto me, that (with all care) I do ſpeedily endeauour that refor- 
mation, within my Archdeaconry, according to the lawes, and Canons, in that be- 
halfe prouided. I therefore (according to his Lordſhips charge, impoſed on me) 
do pray, and require you the Miniſters, to giue publike warning, in your full Con- 
gregations, aſſembled in your Pariſh Churches, on the next enſuing Sunday, (with 
religious, and zealous exhortations to the ſame ) that cuery houthoulder of” your 
Pariſhes , do duely from henceforth , come in perſon , or elſe ſend ſome, or one 
(at theleaſt) of his Family, to your ſeuerall Pariſh Churches, there to ioyne with 
you, in ——— and Prayers, to Almighty God, in that holy- and rcligious 
manner, commanded in the ſfayd Booke of common Prayer ; And yov the Church- 
wardens, and Side-men, or ſome of you, to bee ahvates preſent ar thoſe weckel 
divine exerciſes, whereby you may not onely giue good example to others, but Ul 
obſerue thoſe that bee negligent , and admontth them to do their duties therein ; 
And that not preuailing with them, to preſent the tranſgreſſors vnto me , or my 
Ofkciall, who will (to Gods glory) vſe the beſt meanes of our authority, in re- 
ducing the offenders vnto the performance of that Chriſtian duty. And fo (hartily 
deſiring your die conſideration of, and care in the premiſſes) I commend you to 
the grace of the Almighty.
